Norfolk, N. C., April 25.—(Spe-

The minute's intermission failed to 
provide sufficient time for Rollo’s sec- 
ond to halt the flow of blood from 
his nose. Stribling immediately 
played for the vulnerable spot and 
started the flow afresh. He — then 
rushed Rollo, sending him to the floor 
for the count of nine with a smash- 
ing body blow to the right kidney. 

The moment Rollo was on his feet 
Stribling again rushed and Rollo top- 
pled to the floor under a rain of body 
blows, taking the count of nine. 
Stribling continued his rushing tac- 
tics, with 3,000 fans wildly cheering, 
and a well-timed right to the jaw 
keeled Rollo over.

Six 
hours were alloted for debate, and Af 
final vote, with a two thirds majority 
required, is expected late tomorrow. 

Although approved by the judiciarr 
committee, the resolution sponsored by 
Represe.tative Foster, republican, 
Ohio, is opposed by six members of the 
eommittee, among them the chairman, 
Representative Graham, republican, 
Pennsylvania. Also lined up against 
it are Representatives Garrett of Ter- 
nessee, the minority leader and many 
other southern democrats. Opposition 
rests Jargely on the contention the 
legislation would be a. invasion of 
state rights. 

The amendment would give’ the 
federal government authority to regu- 
late or probibit labor of children 
under 18 years of age. States would 
he free to fix more rigid requirements 
than the federal standard, which 
would serve as a minimum. 

Action of the supreme court In 
twice deelaring child labor laws un- 
eonstitutional led to the proposal for 
a constitutional amendment giving 
congress specifie authority to enact 
such legislation. 

The vote to take up the measure 
was 2O8 to 49. A two-thirds’ majority 
would be necessary on final passage.

American Bankers 
Organize To Aid 
German Gold Bank 


New York, April 25.—Gold credit 
for Germany to an amount which 
may reach in the neighborhood of 
s50,000,000 will be previded follow- 
ing the completion of negotiations be- 
tween the new German gold redis- 
count bank and an American banking 
group headed hy the International 
Acceptance Bank, Inc., banker mem- 
bers of the syndicate announced Fri- 
day night. 

The first credit will amount to $5,- 
000.000, it is understood, with the 
possibility that a sum approximating 
$730.000,000. may be advanced before 
the operation is completed. The 
eredit. according to the staftemenf. 
will provide for the rediscount of 
hillg calling for American currency. 

It is designed “to protect the dol- 
lar in world markets and to further 
American trade,” according to the 
announcement. 


The German gold rediscount hank | 


was organized by Dr. MHjalmar 
Sehacht. Under the Dawes _ plan, 
Schacht’s bank ultimately will be ab- 
sorhed by a new note-issuing bank.

Washington, April 25.—Science is 
approaching mastery over. insanity, 
old-age and other ills through study 
of the endocrine glands and discovery 
-of means for their control, Dr. Wil- 
liam J. A. Bailey, of Ne~- York, de- 
clared in a paper today before the 
division of chemistry of medicinal 
products of the American Chemical 
society. 

Describing development of basic 
knowledge about endocrine radiation 
with the gamma ray as being of tran- 
scending importance to the human 
ireee, Dr. Bailey. who is director of 
the American Endocrine lLaborato- 
ries, declared “we -have cornered 
aberration, disease, old-age and, in 
fact, life and death themselves in the 
endoerines.” 

“If we look more to the endocrine 
clands and less to the head.” he said.
